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COMMENTS OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 
ON THE AMENDMENT TO APPLICATION 

Following written comments and reply comments, an informal conference was 

held on November 19, 2004, between ULH&P, the AG, and Commission staff 

concerning the three economic development tariffs proposed by ULH&P in this case. As 

a consequence of that informal conference, ULH&P filed an Amendment to Application 

in which the terms of service previously proposed under tariff riders ED and UR have 

been combined into proposed Rider DIR (Development Incentive Rider). Rider BR 

continues to be proposed as a separate tariff. 

Rider DIR and Rider BR address concerns raised in the comments and at the 

informal conference about the absence of approval by the Commission prior to 

implementation of the rates for any customer by requiring that a special contract be 

signed in conjunction with service taken under either of the tariffs. The special contract 

would be subject to the review and approval of the Commission which would thereby be 

able to review and approve the terms on which service is offered. Rider DIR also 

addresses the concerns about potential free-riders by stating that it is available at the

option of the utility. 
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
